He preach'd there 
to a Congregation, from whom he had not above 
40 per An, and could ſcarce have been able to ſup- 
port his Family, had not his Mother (a moſt ex- 
cellent Woman for Piety and Diſcretion) given him 
Aſſiſtance from a Jointure which ſhe had by Mr.

He was Mayor of Newcaſtle when King 
Charles was reſtor d, and had been duly elected 
by the People. Sir John Morley a noted Cavalier 
would have had him preſently refign'd, becauſe he 
was not of a Temper ſuited to the Times, nor 
able to ſwim with the Stream. But he ng; 
becauſe he would not betray the Right of t 
Town to chooſe their own Mayor. When Michael- 
mas- Day came, and Mr. Bonner came to the Elec- 
tion Houſe, the other Party ſhur the Doors upon 
him, and ſuch of the Aldermen as were with him, 
and would not ſuffer them to have any Concern 
; in the new Choice. Mr. Bonner was this Way 
4 . forc'd to remain a. great while in a Cold Room, 
4 which brought upon him a Fit of the SORE. of 
2 285 .

When Dr. Cartwright then Prebendary of 
Durham, (who was afterwards made a Biſhop by 
King James) took occaſion in rhe Preſence of Bi- 
ſhop Cefins, to reflect upon Mr. Lomax amongſt 
other Diſſenting Miniſters, which was ar that Time 
very cuſtomary, the Biſnop ſaid ro him, Doctor 
hold your Tongue; for to my certain Knowledge, 
John Lomax is a learned Man. And indeed it 
was obſerv'd that that learned Biſhop, ſeem'd to 
be more earneſt and ſollicitous ro get him to com- 
ly with the Eccleſiaſtical Settlement and come 
into the Church, than any Preacher in the Coun- 
ty: And though he did nor ſucceed, he often ſpake 
of him with great Reſpect.

And tho' he ſometimes met with bur indifferent

AR of Uniformity. When he came at firſt o be 


Miniſter of Cornhill, - the People were ſo rude, that 
While he was firing in his Houſe he might hear 
them curſing him in the open Streets: But in a lit. 
tle Time he gain'd much upon them! However he 
had not the Profits of the Living during the three 
Vears of his officiating there, and therefore came 
up ro London to petition his Majeſty for ſome Re- 
lief: And coming by Sea, he was forc'd in at Har- 


wich, where he ” contiriu'd Wind bound for: three 


Weeks. He became acquainted with the good 
People there, exercis'd his Miniftry amongſt them, 


and recein'd much Civility from them, both du- 
ring his Stay, and at his Departure. Coming to 
London, he applied ro ſome of the Scottiſh Nobility 


about the Court, requeſting they would forward' his 
Suit to his Majeſty: : But tho” they offer'd him Ci- 
vilities if he would conform, yer he could get no 
Aſſiſtance *rom them without i it, and therefore he 
, Was fos returning to Sectland, with 4 an heavy Heart,

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and empty Pockets. Being on Ship- board in order 
ro his Return, with but a Crown left to ſupport 


when he wanted ſome Refreſhment: Bur to his 
great Surprize, he was told that his Crown was not 
| worth a Farthing: Hereupon he told his Caſe to 
the Maſter of the Veſſel, promiſing him Payment 
at Edinburgh, of what he ſhould furniſh him with 
in his Paſſage thither. They were again forc'd- into 
Harwich by a ſevere Storm, and were detain'd there 
fix Weeks, in which Time as Mr. Erskine was nor 
idle, ſo had he again the Experience of the Good-

neſs of Gop, in the Supply he ſent. him in, by 
means of the Kindneſs of the good People of thar 
Town, who earneſtly endeavour'd to ger him to 
come and ſettle amongſt them; to which he would 
willingly have r but could not prevail with - 
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him, he offer d ro exchange it for ſmaller Money, 
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of his miniſterial Function, &c. Nothing in parti” 


cular was prov'd againſt him; and yer he was fin'd 


five thouſand Marks, committed to the Tolbooth of 


Edinburgh. and order d to be cartied the next Day 


to the Baſs, to lie there till his Fine was paid, and 
Bond given that he ſhould preach no more. Here- 
upon he that very Afternoon, preſenred a Petition ro 


the Council, begging he might have Liberty to quit 


the Kingdom, and offering to find Sureties for his 
doing ſo, This was granted as a Favour, and on 
June 14, Mr. Jobn Brown of Park, Nephew to Mr. 
Erskine, bound himſelf in a Bond of five thouſand 
Marks, that his Uncle ſhould within fourteen Days 
remove out of the Kingdom of Scotland, never to 
return, without Liberty granted. When he was 
releas d from his Impriſonment, the Clerks of the 
ouncil got twenty-one Dollars from him, and the 
Jailor and his Servants four. 
Flaving provided himſelf for his Journey, and ta- 


ken leave of his Friends and of his Wife and Chil- 


dren, he remoy'd out of the Kingdom within the 
Time prefix d, not knowing of any certain Abode. 


He went firſt into Northumberland, and thence into 


Cumberland, and at length fix d ar Parkridge, about 


ten Miles from Carliſle, the Proprietor of the Place 


offering him a Dwelling-houſe. In September he 
ſent for his Wife and Foal Children chither, and 


. they liv'd there two Years ; till he was invited by 


one Mr. Gray of Preſſon to live under him in an 


_ *obſcure Place call'd Monilams, which was about a 


Mile's Diftance from Cornbill where he had been 
ejected. He could not long live here in Peace; for 
on July 2. 1685, he was apprehended by eight of the 


"Militia Horſemen, and carried to Wooler, and the 


next Day to Foberrie to Col. Strutbers, who told him 


he muſt go to Newcaſtle, to Sir John Fenwick,, by Ver- 


tue of an Order from the King; and that Night he 
Vas ſent back ro Wooller Priſon, where he found Mr. 


Ogie confin'd as well as himſelf. On Fuly 4 they were 


carried together ro Eglingbam to the Juſtice - houſe,

Days Sickneſs; after which he return d back 10 


Friſon. On Fuly 22, Mr. Ogle and he were ſer 


free, upon the Act of Indemnity: And at his De- 
parture, the Priſoners were ſo kind as to give him 
thirty Shillings ro bear his Charges home. He con- 
rinued preaching at Monilaws, till 1687, when up- 
on the coming out of King Fames's Toleration, he 


was by a Number of Presbyterians in the Pariſh of 
 Whitſome, (on the Scottiſh Side) calld to be their 


Miniſter, which Call he accepted, after he had got- 
ten up his Bond from the Council of Scotland. In 
September this Year he remov'd with his Family to

Mr. Truman had excellent natural Parts, and yet 

could endure long and hard Study which is not very 
common. While he was in the Univerſity, the 
Scholars had a common Saying among them, when 
they were ask d whether ſuch a Thing was true? 


Yes they would ſay as true as that Truman was in 


his Study. He never -allow'd himſelf above three 
Hours Sleep, and but a very little Recreation. All 
the reſt of his Time was chiefly ſpent in Studying, 
Meditation and Prayer. His iudefatigable Induſtry 

join d with ſtrong natural Parts, gave him the Ad- 
vantage by the Bleſſing of Gop, of arriving ro 
greater Degrees of Knowledge and Learning than 
are uſual. He was not only a good Critick in the 
Greek, but it was ſurprizing to many, what Profici-. 
ency he made in the Hebrew Tongue, from the 
Iime that he began to apply himſelf to it. The 
Strength of his Conſtitution, and the ardent Love 
and Deſire he had for Learning, E him to 

purſue his Studies at thoſe Seaſons when orhe 

were aſleep. . As he was well acquainted with the 
Statute and Common Law, ſo he was no Stranger 

to the Civil Law ; and knew very well how to 
make the whole ſubſervient to Divinity, as is evi- 
dent to ſuch as conſult the valuable Books he has 
left behind him. He was well read in all Antiqui- 
ty; and particularly in that valuable Piece of it, 
Primitive Chriſtianity, and the Hiſtory and Conſti- 
rution of the Church of CR RIS r, in the firſt three 
Centuries. He could not find Dioceſan Prelacy, 
and that Scheme of Church Government and Diſ- 
cipline in thoſe early Writers, which others pretend 
ro find in almoſt every Page of them. Being per- 
fectly acquainted with Primitive Chriſtianity, he had 
the leſs Inclination ro comply with the preſent Form 
eſtabliſh'd in the Church of England, and for that 
Reaſon was ejected by the 48 for Uniformity. He 
had ſeveral Offers of great Preferment from = 
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ſons of the higheſt Dignity both in Church and 
State, but he preferr'd the Peace of his Conſei- 


ence, and the pleaſing of Gov, to all other Conſi- 
derations. When he was turn'd out of his Living 


he did not lay afide the Work of the Miniſtry, but 


 preach'd the Goſpel wherever he had Opportunity; 
on this to be his Duty, tho? his Superiors 


thought fit to filence and lay him afide, His Diſ- 
courſes ' (tho* ad populum) were very elaborate and 
well digeſted, and ſtudiouſſy adapted both to the

Chapel, to be in no ſmall Danger; but I am nor 
aware he can be juſtly charg'd with any Concur- 
rence in thoſe Things, which afterwards overthrew 


the Conſtitution, and rended to Confuſion. He wrote 


a Defence of the Side he took in our civil Broils, 


and I cannot hear it was ever anſwer'd. Dr. Bur- 


geſs alſo has publiſh'd an Account of his Principles 
and Practices, which I think deſerves to be preſer- 
ved to Poſterity. He preach'd a Sermon at Mer- 
cers-Chapel on Jan. 14. 1648, in which he with 
great Freedom inveigh'd againſt the Deſign that was 


then on Foot of raking off the King, and fear'd

forth at large in a Writing ſign d Job. Ardagh, dated 
July 26, 1637. Here he continu d till 1641, when 
the Rebellion broke our in that Hy gdom. He recei- 
ved the firſt News of the bloody Heſign of the Papiſts 
there, to riſe in Arms, and pur all the Proteſtants to 
the Sword, when he was near finiſhing a new Houſe 
in his Pariſh; And he preſently in order to Self. 
defence, took up Arms, went with his Wife and Son 
7 a Garriſon, ' and burnt down his own new built 
Houſe, ro prevent its being garriſon'd by the Re- 
bels. He continu'd in Arms againſt them, till one 
of them ſhew'd him a Commiſſion under a Great 
Seal, ſaid ro be that of England. Whether an Au- 
thoriry of that Sort deſeryd any Regard or not, 
when in ſuch Hands, it had ſuch Influence on Mr. 
Sephenſon, thay it alter d his Inclinations and Reſolu- 
tions; and he laid down his Arms, and came for Eng- 
land. But in che Time of his Continuance in Ireland, 
he ſaw, ſo much of the true Spirit of the Remiſh Reli- 
gion, as gave him a rooted and laſting Deteſtation of 
rs Principles, and Diftruſt of its Votarles. He would 
often pray to be deliver d from bloodthirſty Papiſts, 
ef; whoſe Crucliies he had ſeen. ig Any. ander 
8 SE nſtances.

In 
his younger Days, he had been much exercis'd 
about the Concerns of his Soul, and eagerly employ- 
ed his Thoughts upon thoſe Truths, which he found 5 5 
had the greateſt Tendency to relieve and ſupport | 
his acoubled Spirit. And in any Caſe, where God 
by his Horx Seixir brings the Word that is preach- 
ed home to the Conſciences of thoſe that hear it, 
a Number is commonly found, that nor only need 
to be inſtructed, and excited ro their Duty, but ſup- | 
ported and encourag'd againſt their Troubles, Fears | _ 
and Deſpondencies. The good Doctor having drunk | 3 
deep in ſpiritual Trouble, earneſtly endeavour to — l 
have a firm and ſtedfaſt Faith in ChRIST's Satisfachion 
and Merits, and to promote the ſame in others alſo. 
But he did not teach Faith without Repentance, ner 
endeavour ro bring People to truſt in Gop's Mer - 
cy, without Regard to his Commandments. He 
was far from being an Antinomian, either in Doc- 
trine or Practice. Mr. Hotchkis in his Book of n- 
puted Righteouſneſs, taxes the Doctor for ſome Paſ- 
{ages in his Sermons on Ja. xx1ii. 6. And yet in 
the Subſtance of the Doctrine, there is no Diffe- 
rence between him and the Doctor: They differ 
in Terms and Ways of expreſſing themſelves, rather 
than in Matter. On one Side there was a great

own at Lea grange, near Orton: The Patron of

continuing ro him ſeveral. Years, both the Corn - 
tithes and other Profits which belong d to the Patron 
himſelf, But becauſe the Five Mile A& and others 


render'd him incapable of ſupplying the Place him- 


ſelf, he procur'd a worthy MWorceſterſpire Minifter to 
ſupply it; who did it without any Notice taken of 
his Nonconformity. Whilſt Mr. Hill was Miniſter 


at Orton, he duly paid the ſequeſtred Miniſter his 


Fifths, of which his Widow ftill living is Witneſs, to 
whom the ſequeſtred Miniſter ſhew'd much dess 
after her Husband's Death, as he had always done 
to her Husband. The Seq ueſtration however was 
for apparent Immorality and Inſufficience.

With the ſeveral Mathematical Sciences, and Muſick 
among the reſt; tho much converſant in Metaphyſi- 
How well yers'd he was both in Hiſtory in gene- 
ral, and Eccleſiaſtical Antiquity in particular, may 
artly be collected from what is ſtill to be ſeen in 
everal of the Books in his Library; which have ma- 
ny Notes drawn with his Pen on the Margin, as he 
perus'd them; in which befides his own Remarks, 
are Citations from a great Variety of Authors both

tle Time he had a numerous School, which he con- 
tinu d for ſome Years, notwithſtanding ſeveral In- 
terruptions from thoſe of the eſtabliſh'd Church: Bur 
thar which moſt provok'd them, was his gathering a 
Church there after his Ejectment. There was ſuch 
a mutual Endearment between his People and him, 
that they could not part with their Paſtor, who had 
fo faithfully Liſcharg'd that Office among them; but 
continu'd under his Miniſtry to the Time of his 
Death. He was unwearied in his Work; and his 
Miniſtry was ſucceſsful. He was holy and unblame- 
able in his Converſation: And though his Life after 
his Ejectment was one continud Scene of Trou- 
ble, by Reaſon of Citations out of the Biſhops 
Courts, and other Methods us'd by reſtleſs. Men 
to diſturb him, yet he ſtill chearfully bore up, re- 
ſigning himſelf to the Divine Will, as knowing whom 
he ſerv'd, and whoſe Work he was about. He was 
of ſo ſweer and winning a natural Temper, that 
his very Enemies had a great Eſteem for him, and 
ſeveral among them privately gave him Notice when 
_ Miſchief was deſign'd againſt him: So that he oft 
eſcap'd the Snares that were laid to rake him. He 
was for ſeveral Years, as it were a Priſoner in his 
own Houſe, not daring to be known to be at home 
with his Family, for fear of being carry'd away by 
Force. And when the Storm grew ſo high, that their 
Meetings at their uſual Place of Worſhip were whol- 
ly ſuppreſs d, he did not daſiſt from his Work, 
but often preachd to ſuch as would follow him, 
in the Woods and Fields, without being diſcovres: 
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ed ar the Malice of Satan or his Inſtruments. He 
was naturally of a ſtrong and healthful Conſtitu- 
tion, but it was at length much broke by hard 
Study and Labour. He contracted an inward 


Tumour or Schirrhus upon the Pancreas, under which 


he labaur'd for ſome time: But all the while he

the Indulgence was granted, he confin'd himſelf to the

He was eminent for Juftice and Charity, and ma- 
king Peace: Of a catholick and healing Spirit, and 
great Moderation. His Family went to Church when 
. he was abroad; and when he could, he choſe to 
preach our of Church-hours. He appear'd. to all fo 

| ſer upon doing good, rhar he was not a little re- 

| ſpected by ſeveral that had no great Affection for 
the Nonconformiſts. As he was one Day walking by 
a narrow Road, he found wo Waggons had mer 
there, and were unable to paſs by each other, and 


the Waggoners fell ro fighting for the Way. He per- 


ſuaded them to be quiet, and do as well as they could 
for that Time, and affur'd them they ſhould never 
. haye Occaſion to differ upon that Account any more. 


To make good his Word, he took the firſt Opportu- 


nity of applying to the Owner of the next Acre of 
Land, and purchas'd it for 64, and freely gave: it 
to the Country, to enlarge the Road, which is to 


this Day no ſmall Convenience. And this was done 


at a Time when he could not be permitted to do the 
Good he deſir'd to the Souls of Men. e OS 

He was in Labours more abundant, and ven- 
tured more than moſt of his Brerhren when the 
Times were troubleſome, and yer came off as well 
as moſt of them. After the Confinement mention d 
above, his Brethren had none of his Company in 
Chancellors Courts, or in Priſon.

maſters in his Childhood, and when he grew up the 
greateſt Aſſiſtance he had in his Studies, was from 


the private Advice of ſome Divines whom he ap- 
plied to for Counſel. He had not the Advantage of 


an academical Education, (tho' he was extremely de- 


ſirous of it, and much lamented the Want of it:) 
And yer by the Divine Bleſſing upon his rare Dexte- 
rity and Diligence, his ſacred Knowledge was in 
that Degree of Eminence, as few in the Univerſity 
ever arriv'd to. He was ſerious betimes; and at 
about fourteen Vears of Age, the reading Parſons of 
Reſolution, corrected by Bunny, brought him under 
ſuch religious Impreſſions, as never wore off. He 
was afterwards kept along while, with the Calls of 
approaching Death at one Ear, and the Queſtionings 
of a doubtful Conſcience on the other; and carefully 
read all the practical Treatiſes he could lay his 
Hands on, in order to his Direction and Satiſ- 
faction. 13555 e 
From the Age of twenty- one to twenty-three, he 
was under ſo great Weakneſs, that he hardly thought 
ir poſſible he ſhould live above a Year; and yer ha- 
ving a warm Senſe of Religion, and being willing 
to do ſome Good to ignorant and careleſs Sinners be- 
fore he left the World, he even then enrer'd into the 
Miniſtry, and was examin'd and ordain'd, by Biſhop 


Thornborough of Worceſter; and that before he had di- 


| Kindtly read over the Book of Ordination, the Book 
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N er, 
or the Thirty nine Articles with any Exactneſs. He 
was firſt at Dudley, where for about three Quarters 
of a Year he preach'd to a numerous Auditory: And 
went from thence to Bridgnorth, where he was Al- 


fiſtant to Mr. Madſtard. : 


The Ercatera Oath put him upon the 6M | Study 
of the Affair of Conformity, and the more he look d 


into and weigh'd it, the leſs he lik'd it. Tho' he ſaw 


no Reaſon to believe all Kind of Epiſcopacy unlawful, 


he yet was far from ſo approving the Engliſh Epiſco- 
pacy, as to think it lawful to ſwear, he would never 


[conſent to have it alter'd. And it was his Obſer- 


vation, that that Oath which was deſign'd unalterably 


to ſubject the Nation to Dioceſans, did but ſet many 


the more againſt them: And that inſtead of ruining 
the Nonconformiſts which was intended, it proy'd a 
great Advantage to them, and inclin d many to fall 


in with them. 


Upon the Opening of the Long Parliament, a 
Committee was appointed to hear Petitions and 
Complaints againſt ſuch as were ſcandalous among 


the Clergy. The Town of Kidderminſter in this 


County, among a great many others, had drawn up 
a Petirion againſt Mr. Danſe their Vicar, and his two 
Curates, as inſufficient. The Living was worth 200 / 


per An, and the Vicar in order to the compounding 


Matters, offer d 60 J per An to an agreeable Preach- 
er, to be choſen by fourteen Truſtees. They upon 

hearing Mr. Baxter, choſe him for their Miniſter; 
and he accepted: Making this Obſervation; that in 


all the Changes he paſs'd through, he never went to 
any Place he had before deſir'd, deſign' d, or thought 


of; but only to thoſe Places he never thought of, till 
he was ſurpriz d by a ſudden Invitation. 
© He ſpent two Years at Nidderminſter before the 


Civil War broke our, and above fourteen Years af-- . 
terwards, and yet never touch'd the Vicaridge-houſe, 


tho authoriz d by an Order of Parliament; but the 


old Vicar liv'd there without Moleſtation. Mr. Bax - 


ter found the Place, like a Piece of dry and barren 
Earth; Ignorance and Profaneneſs as Natives of the 
Soil were rife among them: But by the Divine 
OE es . E Bleſſing 
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Bleſſing . 17 his Labour and Cultivating, the Face 
e appear'd there in all the Fruits of Righ- 


teouſneſs. Rage and Malice created him much Op- 
poſition at firſt: But at length, his unwearied Pains 
among the People of that Town, were crown'd with 
unexpected Succeſs: When he firſt came thither, 
there might perhaps be a Family in a Street that 


worſhipp'd Gov, and call'd upon his Name: Bur 


when he came away, there was not' above a Family 


on the Side of a Street that did not do ir. He had 


fix hundred Communicants : And there were but 
few Families in the whole Town bur what ſubmir- 
red to his private Catechizing, and perſonal Con-

In the Heat of the War he withdrew from Nid. 
derminſter, and retir'd to Coventry, and preach'd one 


Parr of rhe Lord's Day to the Garriſon, and the other 


to the Inhabirants. Here he had the agreeable So- 
clety of about thirty worthy Miniſters, who fled to 


the ſame Place for Safety; and among the reſt of 


Mr. Richard Vines, and Mr. Anthony Burgeſs. He 
continu'd there two Years, taking nothing for his 
Preaching twice every Lord's Day, excepting only 
his Diet. And after Naſeby Fight, when the Cauſe 
remarkably chang'd on the Side of the Parliamenta- 
rians and the King was left out of the new Commiſ- 


ſions, underſtanding that plotting Heads among the 


Soldiers were bufily at Work, in order to the ſub- 


verting both Church and State, he with rhe Encou- 
ragement of rhe Miniſters who were then at Coven- 


try, went into the Army, and accepted an Invitation 
to be Chaplain to Col. halle s Regiment, with a 
Defign to do all that in him lay, to prevent the Con- 


fuſions that afterwards enſud. He march'd wich the 
Army Weſtward, and was engag'd from Day to Day 


with the Sectaries he met with among them: And 
by the Succeſs he had, found Reaſon ro apprehend, 


that had there been a competent Number of Mini- 


ſters among them, each doing their Part, the whole 
Plot of the furious Party might have been broken, 


and King, Parliament, and Religion preſerv'd. Bur 


he was ſeparated from the Army, (and that in a very 
critical Juncture in February 


1655, che very Day that 
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they began their Conſpiracy againſt the Parliament, in 
a Meeting at Nottingham, and juſt before the Trial of 
Skill at Traploe-Heath,) by great Weakneſs, occaſion- 
ed by the Loſs of a Gallon of Blood at the Noſe : 
Upon which, retiring to Sir Thomgs Rouſe's, he was 
taken ap with daily Medicines to prevent a Dropſy, 
and was in continual Expectation of Death; tho af- 
ter ſome time he was rais'd as from the Brink of the 
Grave, and ſpar d for. farther Service.  __ 
When Oliver got the Aſcendant and became Pro- 
tector, he could not fall in witch him, tho he preach- 
ed once before him. Being afterwards ſent for, to 
hear him make a Speech of above an Hour's Length, 
aʒbout the Providence of Gop in changing the Go- 
E vernment, and favouring that Change, by ſuch great 
1 Things as were done at home and abroad; he took 
the Freedom to tell him that the honeſt People of the 
Land took their ancient Monarchy to be a Bleſſing: 
And that they were deſirous to know, how they had 
forfeited that Bleſſing, and to whom the Forfeiture 
was made. To which he replied, (not without ſome 
Paſſion) that there was no Forfeiture, but Go p had 
chang d it, as it pleas' d him. 5 


He came to Lendon juſt before the Depoſition of 
Richard Cromwel : And preach'd before the Parlia- 
ment, the Day before they voted the Return of 
King Charles. . He preach'd alſo before the Lord 
Mayor and Aldermen of the City at St Paul's, on the 
Day of Thankſgiving for Monks Succeſs. And when 
the King was actually reſtor d, he became one of his 
Chaplains in Ordinary, together with ſome others of 
his Brethren. He preach'd once before him in thar 
Capacity ; and often waited on him with the reft of 
the Miniſters, in order to the obtaining by his Maje- 
ſty's Means, ſome Terms of Peace and Union with 
the Biſhops. - He affifted at the Conference at the 
Savoy, as one of the Commiſſioners, and then drew 
up a Reformed Liturgy, which ſome Perſons not very 
likely to be prejudic'd in his Favous, have thought 
to be the beſt of the Kind they ever ſaw. He was 
offer d the Biſhoprick of Hereford by the Lord Chan- 
cellor Clarendon ; but could not be faricfed to accept 
ir; and gave zis Lordſhip his Reaſons, in a ref peck: 
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ful Letter. He affected no higher Preferment, than 
Liberty to continue his Miniſtry in his beloved Town 

of Kidderminſter, which he could not obtain. Tho? 

he went down thither after the Reſtoration, yer he 

could not get leave ro preach there above twice or 
_ thrice. t | | l 

He return d therefore to London, and preach'd oc- 

caſionally about the City, ſometimes for Dr. Bates 

at St Dunſtan's in Fleetſtreet, and ſometimes in other 

Places, and had a Licence from Biſhop Sheldon, up- 

on his ſubſcribing a Promiſe, not to preach againſt 

the Doctrine of the Church, or the Ceremonies, in 

his Dioceſe, as long as he us'd his Licence. And 

thus he went on, till May 15, 1662, when he preach- 

ed his Farewel Sermon at Black Friars: He did it 

the ſooner, that none might ſuppoſe he intended to 

conform at Bart holomew- Tide, which was the Tine 
fix d by the Act of Uniformity. | e 

He afterwards retir'd to Acton in Middleſex, where 

he went every Lord's Day to the publick Church, 

and ſpent the reſt of the Day with his Family, and 

a few poor Neighbours that came in ro him. In 

1665, when the Plague rag'd, he went to Richard - 

Hampden's, Eſq; in Buckznghamſhire, and return'd to 

Acton when it was over. He ſtaid there as long 

as the Act againſt Conventicles continu'd in Force, 

and when that was expir'd, he had ſo many Au- 
ditors that he wanted Room. Hereupon, by 2 

Warrant ſign'd by two Juſtices, he was committed for 

fix Months ro New Priſon Jail; but got an Habeas a 
Corpus, and was releas d, and remoy'd to Totteridge «1 
near Barnet. Irv bu . | 8 DRY 

After the Indulgence in 1672, he return'd into the 

Ciry, and was one of the Tueſday Lecturers at Pin- 
ners. Hall, and had a Friday Lecture at Fetter-lane, 
but on the Lord's Days he for ſome time preach'd 
only occaſionally; and afterwards more ftatedly in 

St Fames's Market-houſe, where in 1674, he had a 
wonderful Deliverance by almoſt a Miracle, from 

a Crack in the Floor. He was apprehended as he 5 
was preaching his Lecture at Mr. Turner's ; but ſoon 
releas'd, becauſe the Warrant was not (as it oughr 

to have been) fign'd by a City. Juſtice. | 530k 
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In 1676, he built a Meeting houſe in Oxenden- 
ſtreet, and when he had but once preach'd there, 
the Worſhip was difturb'd, and Mr. Seddon a Derby- 
ſpire Miniſter preaching for him, (he being out of 
Town) was ſent ro the Gate-houſe in his Room, tho! 
the Warrant did nor ſuit him: And he continu'd 
there three Months, till he got an Habeas Corpus. He 
then took another Meeting-houſe in St Martin's Pa- 
riſn, and was forcibly kept out of it by Conſtables 
and Officers. Mr. VWadſworth dying in Southwark, 
he upon the earneſt Invitation of his People, preach- 
ed to them many Months in Peace. And when Dr. 
Lloyd ſucceeded Dr. Lamplugh in St Martin's, he of- 
fered him his Chapel in Oxenden-ſtreet for publick 
Service, and he accepted it. . 8 
In 1682, he was ſuddenly ſurpriz'd in his Houſe, 
by an Informer with Conſtables and Officers, with a 
Warrant to ſeize his Perſon for coming within five 
Miles of a Corporation; and five more in Diſtrain for 
195 J, for five Sermons. Tho' he was exceeding ill, 
yet be was going with them to a Juſtice, till meet- 
ing Dr. Cox the Phyſician, he forc'd him back to his 
Bed, and went and took his Oath before five Ju- 
ſtices, that he could nor go to Priſon without Dan- 
ger of Death. The King being applied to, conſent- 
ed that his Impriſonmenr ſhould for that Time be 
forborn. But they executed the Warrants on the 
Books and Goods in the Houſe, notwithſtanding 
that he gave good Proof that they were not legally 
his; and they ſold even the Bed which he lay upon. 
Some Friends paid down the Money at which they 
were apprais'd, and he repay'd them. Being after- 
wards in Danger of new Seizures, he was forc'd to 
retire to private Lodgings,  _ £18 
In 1684, he was ſeiz d again, and carried to the 
Seflions, at a Time when he was ſcarce able to 
_ ſtand, and bound in a Bond of 400 J, to his good 
Behaviour: And was told that this Proceeding was 
only to ſecure the Government againſt ſuſpected 
Perſons. He was ſome time after carried again to 
the Seflioas-houſe, in great Pain, and forc'd ro con- 
tinue bound. He refus'd to ſtand bound, not know- 
ing what they might interpret a Breach of the * 
ö 5 N ut 
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But his Sureties would be bound, leſt he ſnould die 

in a Jail. He was alſo carried thither a third Time, 
and ſtill bound; tho for the moſt part he kept his 
In the Reign of King James II, he was committed 
Priſoner to the Rings Bench, by the Warrant of the 
Lord Chief Juſtice Fefferies, for his Paraphraſe on 
the New Teſtament, which Sir Roger L'Eſtrange ſaid 
was the wickedeſt Book that ever was written: And he 
was tried on May 30, 1685, and treated moſt ſcorn- 
fully and rudely; the Lord Chief Juſtice, ſaying 
upon the Bench, that he was ſorry that the Act of In- 
demnity diſabled him from hanging him. He was ſen- 
renc'd to pay a Fine of five hundred Marks, and to 
lie in Priſon till it was paid, and bound to his good 
Behaviour for ſeven Years. He continu'd in a coſt- 
ly Priſon in Pain and Languor two Years, But ar 
length, the King changing his Meaſures, he was par- 
doned, and remov'd to Charter. houſe Yard, and there 
aſſiſted Mr. Sylveſter every Lord's Day Morning, and 
every Thurſday Morning he preach'd a Lecture, and 
thus he continu'd to hold on four Years and a half, 
rejoicing in King William's happy Revolution, tho 
he did not go much abroad afrerward. He finiſh'd 

his Courſe, Dec. 8, 1691, and was inrerr'd in Chriſt- 


| Church, whither his Corps was attended by a nume- 


rous Company of Perſons of different Ranks, and 
eſpecially of Miniſters, ſome of them Conformiſts, 
who paid him this laſt Office of Reſpect. vcd

Roger Morrice among poor Scholars, which was done 
accordingly, The Remainder of his temporal Eſtate, 
after a few Legacies to his Kindred, he diſpos'd of 
for the Benefit of the Souls and Bodies of the Poor.

Living and dying, he was as much reſpected by 
ſome, and as _ ſlighted and inſulted by others, 
as any Man of the Age.

As 
for the Books he wrote, it was ſaid by Mr. Long

And 
what in his Conduct, he found upon Reflection to 
be amiſs, he owns with great Frankneſs, in his Pe- 
nitent Confeſſion, and neceſſary Vindication, which was 
printed in 1691, the very Year that he died. He 
there gives a diſtinct Account, of the Principles up- 
on which he acted, p. 14, 15, Sc; and how far 
he did act, and was concern'd, p. 21, 22, Sc. S 
And he declares, that he never left his Calling, or 
took Command or Office, ſave that when Naſeby Fight 
had almoſt ended the War, be went a Chaplain, that 
he might try to ſave the Land from Rebellion. He 
always was for King and Parliament, and never againſt 
the King's Perſon, Power, or Prerogative, but only 
for his Return to his Parliament, and againſt his Will, 
and Inſtruments. -Obſerving withal, that when Hen- 
ry VI was carried about by his Enemies, his Friends. 
fought for him, that fought againſt the Army where 
his Perſon was. And he adds, that he was ſo far 
: from going into a War with the firſt, that he only 
fled to Coventry, for a private Refuge, when he was 
fore d from Home, by an Accuſation at the Seſſions, the 
particular Articles of which he cculd never ſee, or hear, 
er know.

ed off, in ſeveral Coffee Houſes, and the Accuſers 
were oblig'd to retract and ask Pardon. Notwith- 


ſtanding which, the Story was publiſh'd again, with 
the Affirmation of Major Jennings himſelf, (who 
was the Party concern'd) by the Rector of Burton, 
in the Life of Dr. Peter Heylin. The Charge then

In the latter Part of the Reign of Queen Anne, 
the Doctor (as well as many others) had very dark 
Apprehenſions of the State of Affairs, and great Fears 
about the Proteſtant Succeſſion, in order to the di- 
verting which, there appear d to be ſuch Deſigns on 
foot.

And if he was not himſelf engag'd in ſuch 
Deſigns, but aim'd at ſhewing his Art and Dexteri- 
ty, in keeping Things in a pendulous Poſture, that 


he might have the Honour at laſt of turning the Scale, 
he begg'd he would conſider, if Things went a little 


farther, what a Hazard he ran of their riſing to ſuch 


an Height, as to leave no Room to bring Things into 
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the proper Channel, tho' he ſhould ever ſo heartily 
endeavour it. The Freedom that he took in this 
Caſe was not well reliſn d; bur the Doctor was ſa- 
_ tisfied with his own good Intentions. And ſome time 
after, he was ſerv'd a ſcurvy Trick, by one whom he 
had endeayour'd to oblige, whom a ſmall Degree 
of Honour and Gratirude one would have thought , 
might have kept from ſuch baſe and inhumane Car- "A 
riage. The Caſe was this. The Doctor was writ- _— 
ten to with ſome Earneſtneſs by his Friends in Ireland, 
to communicate his Thoughts to them as to the Po- 
ſture of Affairs at that Time, and the Defigns and 
Views of thoſe that were at the Helm. He 
drew up an Anſwer with great Frankneſs, and ſent 3 
it into Ireland by a ſafe Hand, only keeping a Copy 4M 
of ir. He had this Copy in his Pocket when he | 2 
waited on a certain Gentleman of the long Robe, 
and pulling it out with a Number of other Papers at „ 
his Lodgings, happen'd to leave it there behind him, 
tho' he brought away his other Papers. The Gen- 
tleman ſeeing and reading it after he was gone, 
and finding it contain'd a great many free Thoughts 
concerning publick Affairs, and ſome Remarks on 
the great Man before referr'd to, that was at the 
Head of Affairs, thought be ſhould merit the ſaid 
great Man's favourable Regard, if he communicated 
the ſaid Lerrer to him, and accordingly went and left 
it with him : And he was incens'd to that Degree 
_ againſt the Doctor, that he never would forgive him. 3 4

I got a Copy of theſe leading Queries by meer Ac·- 


cident. They were ſent me by a Friend from the 
Weſt of England, and he inform'd me that he ob- 


rain'd 'em in this Manner. A certain Pariſh Miniſter. 
that was willing to ſerve the Cauſe, comes with 


his Paper to a good Old Chriſtian, ' whoſe Father 
had been a 'Sufferer between 1540 and 60, and 
was of the Loyal Party, and tells her that if ſhe 
would bur rub up her Memory, and help him to a 
Number of Particulars, of the Sufferings of her Fa- 


ther, and Others of the ſame Side, and of the Ex- 
travagancies and Madneſs of thoſe that came in 


their Room, ſne might have a fairer Proſpect than 
ſhe ever could have expected, of ſome Reparati- 
on for the Loſſes her Family had ſuſtain d, &c. 
The Poor Woman was ſurpriz d with the Motion; 
and ſignified to the Maker of it, that if ſne could 
but ger ſafely and quietly to Heaven twas as much 
as ſhe deſir'd: Bur that as for paſt Matters, they 
might remain in perpetual Oblivion for her: She 
had no Inclination to revive them. The Parſon 
chid her for her Simplicity; and told her he hop'd 
ſhe would be wiſer than to let flip ſuch an Oppor- 
tunity; and preſently falls to asking her Queſtions 
out of this Paper, concerning her Father. She told 
him her Father had been long in his Grave, and ſhe 
knew of no good End it would anſwer to drag him 
thence, and revive what in her Apprehenſion were

Abridgment of the Life of Mr. Baxter; together with 
an Examination of that Chapter. The World was at 


firſt. amus d with ſo large a Work, but by Degrees 


began ro ſpeak freely of it in Converſation, where 
ir has had che Fate of other Performances. 


One 
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One learned Doctor was pleas'd to bring it into 
the Pulpit, and call it, A late Book of Martyrology, and 
repreſent it as à Record which ought to be kept in every 
Sanctuary *: But, ſays Mr. Lewis who has taken him 
ro Task for it, what is it leſs, than to defile that ſacred 

Place, to bring ſuch a Farrago of falſe and ſenſeleſs Le- 
ends into it F Which was as mortifying to the Au- 
thor, as the other was elevating. This Mr. Lewis be- 
ing a particular Friend of the Author's, it may nor 
be 2 She add what follows preſently after. hen 
(ſays he) I firſt read Mr. Walker's Circular Letter to 
the Archdeatons I fancied be intended to give us an 
Account of thoſe worthy Men, who in the Time of the 
Civil Mar and Uſurpation, were perſecuted for Righte- 
euſneſs Sale, and bp all that they could not keep with 
a good Conſcience, for the Sake of their Duty to God and 
the King.

Thouſands 1 arly of the King's Rents and Lands, he declares that 
what he had purchas'd, amounted but to 70 1 yearly, of which 
he never receiv'd above 60 10 f. in any Lear; which return'dto 
the King _— upon his Reſtoration. And he refers to a Book he 
had'publiſh'd before, intit. Examen, & Purgamen Vavaſoris, printed in 
1653 ; wherein he is by Authentick Certificates, fign'd by Per- 
ſons of good Credit, and many of them Gentlemen of good 
Eſtates, clear'd from the Charges that were brought againſt him 
in the Hue and Cry, And yet has the Doctor copy'd out a Abun- 
dance of Stories out of this Hue and Cry without the leaſt Notice

cheſter Five, St. David's Twenty, Hereford Ten, Lan- 


daff Eleven, .Lincoln Forty-five, London Eight, Nor-

Thing? Upon theſe Accounts, this Flouriſh might 
well enough have been ſpar'd, unleſs he had had 
more Light.

Nor is this 
the only Proof he is for making all the Shew 
that is poſſible. He is for producing one and the 
ſame Man over and over in his, Lift, as if the Num-
